The First Man in the History of the 


Town Who Lost His Life 


It 
was the 
Master who ,said, 


greater love hath no man than this 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends, and could there be a more 
thrilling illustration of these words 
than in the passing out of a young 
life, bravely ventured in defense of 
his own home town when threatened 
by fire. 


With a town over a hundred years 


old, pur oldest citizens can not re-. 
call in the history of the place any 
loss of life in fighting the fire demon. 
There have been fires in the town, 
many of them large, but fortunate in 
the view that no life was lost. 
It 


was not until Saturday, September 
8th, that fire demanded the toll of a 
human life, and it was Earl Trostle 
Eicholtz who bravely paid the pen- 
alty in defense of his town from fire.

After his injuries were 
received and he was carried to his 
home,-where he knew the home folks 
would be terribly distressed abou 
him,

cheer them up by declaring he wouH 
soon be well.

Myers had charge of a line of hose 
in the rear of the garage,* back of a 
brick wall. They were standing on a 
barrel playing a stream on t'je huild- 
ing. A warning cry from spectato -s 
told them that the brick wall was 
about to fall, but they were unable 
to save themselves. The two young 
men were hurled to the ground, the 
bricks 
falling 
upon 
them. 


Eicholtz fell backward across a box 
and was caught in a way to "receive 
Internal injuries. They were quickly 
released from the debris and carried 
to nearby homes and physicians ai 
fire gave immediate attention. Mr. 
Myers escaped with braises to head, 
hands and ankles, but was not seri- 
ously injured. Mr. Eicholtz was un- 
conscious for awhile and when he 
recovered consciousness was carried 
to his home on South Stratton 
street and lingered until about I P. 
M., when he passed away. A frac- 
tured pelvis was declared to be the 
immediate cause of death. 


Earl T. Eicholtz was the son of 


Mr. and Mrs. John Eicholtz, ami was 
born in Gettysburg 27 years ago. He 
had registered as a soldier of the 
selective-draft "He had been work- 
ing for some time at the freight of- 
fice of the Western/Maryland rail- 
road in a clerical capacity and en- 
joyed the confidence and esteem of 
his employers and had a host of 
friends in this place. He was a <,met, 
good-natured young man, capable 
and efficient. He always put through 
any work to which he was assigned 
with credit to himself. 
He was a 


member of the Independent Ameri- 
cans and the P. O. S. of A\, and rep- 
resentatives of these organizations 
and of the railroad office acted as 
the pallbearers at the funeral held 
Tuesday afternoon, the sen-ices be- 
ing conducted by Rev. J. B. Baker, 
with interment in the Evergreen 
Cemetery. The mother of the voung 
hero died about 14 vears ago and he 
leaves his father. John Eicholtz, of 
this place, his wife, who was Miss 
Mary Bowers, a daughter of P. A. T. 
Bowers of .Table Rock, and two 
small children, a son and daughter. 
He is survived by four sisters. Misses

SPECTACULAR GARAGE FIRE 


CRESCENT GARAGE WITH FIF- 


TEEN AUTOMOBILES LOST.. 


All the Evidence Points to an Elec- 


trical Orifin for th* 


Fire. 


The destruction by fire early last 


Saturday morning of the Crescent 
Garage on York street, opposite St. 
James' Church, owned by .Charles 
Spalding of Hagerstown. and occu- 
pied by Wesley Oyler & Brother in 
conducting the garage, was one'of 
the greatest spectacular fires the 
town has ever witnessed. Notwith- 
standing the building was of frame 
timbers covered with tin, the flames 
from the fire leaped a hundred feet 
into the air, threatening all adjoin- 
ing properties. jGreat volumes of 
smoke and flame gushea upward as 
the oil barrels were licked up and ex- 
plosions punctuated the scene as the 
gasoline tanks in the burning cars 
bursted. It was a frightful looking 
and sounding fire. The good work 
of the firemen and the rains earlier 
in the night confined the fire to the 
property in which it originated. 


The evidence points to an electrical 


origin for the fire. Rev. J. B. Baker 
was aroused some time before the 


occupied by his little daughter Clara 
and found the fuse box on fire. He 
put out the flames and turned the 
electricity out of the parsonage. 
A 


little later he noticed from his win- 
dows a fire on top of the pole in front 
of the garage. He phoned to cen- 
tral and the two night policemen 
made an investigation and got back 
to the central station in time to hear 
Rev. 
Baker direct an alarm of fire, as 


the garage was on fire. Lights in 
the eastern end of the town were ob- 
served to flash in and out during the 
night. Such flashes were seen in the

fie fire. *Many lamps^were burnt out 
in town that night and the explana- 
tion of the fire is thought to be the 
contact of a high tension current. 


The alarm of fire was given shortly 


before four o'clock and it was some- 
time before a crowd gathered. The 
automobile engine got to the scene 
quickly. At first it was proposed to 
place it at the plug at the garage 
corner but finding the fire had a 
headway making" that location im- 
practicable the engine was moved to 
a plug lower down the street. Plug 
streams were £rst turned on neigh- 
boring properties. At one time the 
danger to the O- J. Benner residence, 
formerly owned by Dr. John A. 
Swope, looked very threatening, the 
intense heat breaking the windows. 
Then the woodwork of the house of 
Mr. and Mrs. E. M. Wolf took fire 
and it took a stubborn fight to save 
that house from destruction. 


The loss ,of 
Wesley 
Oyler 
& 


Brother occupying the greater part 
orthe garage, as well as that of Clif- 
ford C Bream, occupyinng the rear 
of the building with his buggy and 
implement business, was a total loss, 
the salvage being practically noth- 
ing. 
When the Oylers found the 


building could not be entered by rea- 
son of fire, the big window on York 
street in front of the office was 
broken and the account books, cash 
register and seven of the big stock 
of tires were successfully rescued 
from the building. The total loss of 
all parties having property in garage 
can not be far from fifteen thousand 
dollars. 


The Oylers lost one new 85-4 Over- 
and. insured, two second hand Over- 
ands and a truck, riot insured, all be- 
onging to the firm; one Overland, 
not insured, the property of Norbert 
Oyler; and two Overlands not insur- 
ed, belonging to Harry Oyler. They 
had received a. stock of tires and in- 
ner tubes worth about $2000 and 14 
barrels of oil and a complete line of 
supplies. Their total loss is estimat- 
ed between $7000 and §8000 with in- 
surance of about $2000.

TWO RECENT BOOKS

Elsie Singmaster Lewars of 


Gettysburg. 


Mrs. Elsie Singmaster Lewars of 


Gettysburg, makes 1917 notable in 
her literary career by the production 
of two volumes, neither of them fic- 
tion, and both pronounced excellent 
studies in their respective lines and 
receiving high praise. 


The volume, "Martin Luther, the 


Story of His Life," is issued by 
Houghton Mifflin Company of Bos- 
ton, from the Riverside Press. The 
volume is dedicated by the author to 
her father, John Alden Singmaster, 
DJ}. The book in the Preface states 
that it is the contribution of the au- 
thor to the literature of the Four 
Hundredth Anniversary of the Re- 
formation and intended to serve as 
an introduction to longer records of 
a great life and to noble writings by 
the Reformer himself. 


The story of the life of the Re- 


former is presented from his youth, 
then as monk, teacher and preacher, 
the period of the 95 theses and their 
effect is reviewed and his primary 
works and story of the Diet of 
Worms. Then^his life at Wortburg 
and back in Wittenberg, his marriage 
and family life, of the growing 
church he founded and of his last 
years and death. 


Details that often grow tiresome 


are entirely absent from the work. 
The story moves quickly illuminated 
with those artful personal touches 
that preserve and present stronglv 
the striking individuality of the Re"- 
Former. Indeed he stands out more 
in relief in this happy and lucid de- 
leniatipn than a longer work could 
give him. 


The price of the volume is $1.00 net 


and should have a large sale as giv- 
ing a biography of the man at once 
short, adequate and interesting.

cautions that Should be Followed 


to Safeguard the ChiU. 


School days are here. For weeks 


our children have been scattered in 
their respective homes and in many 
cases living in the open air. 
Now 


the days are here when they begin 
to congregate together at the school 
houses and often under bad sanitary 
conditions. 


This is the season that weighs 


heavily 
upon 
the 
conscientious 


health officer. Experience has taught 
Him infallibly that the congregating 
of the sick and the well will again 
cause the annual increase of chil- 
dren's" diseases. 
Increased deaths 


will occur in spite of all that can be 
done by the Health Department in 
conjunction with our educators to 
safeguard the health • f our children. 


This work to increase safeguards 


over the health and lives of- "our 
school children is only in its infancy. 
Until it is full grown we must appeal 
to the parents and guardians of the 
children to help us. We all love our 
children and would sacriSce our 
lives to save theirs, yet we do not 
make sufficient study of how to care 
for them. 
The first thought in the morning 


should be^the child. We should not 
content ourselves with greeting our 
sons and daughters with an impul- 
sive and affectionate kiss and hug, 
and then rush to other duties that 
the day has brought with it. 
In- 


stead, the first duty is to tarry with 
the child sufficiently long to deter- 
mine whether or not it seems well. 
Without letting the child appreci- 
ate -that there is a suspicion of its 
being sick, get to see the tongue, no- 
tice how it swallows, look for any 
spots or rash on the skin, for con- 
gested eyes, for a hot skin, for want 
of usual good cheer. 
_ 
[ 


If the child shows any indication 


of sickness it should not be permitted 
to associate with the other children 
in the house, and under no circum- 
stances should it be permitted to go 
to school. Its life is first, education 
second. 
While it does not do to be pessi- 


mistic, it is better to consider any 
sign of illness the possible forerun- 
ner of some one of the diseases that 
children are so susceptible to. 


For the child's sake It should be • 


kept away from other children, as 
has been suggested, and unless the 
condition clears up in a very short 
time medical aid should be called in. 
A stitch, in time sa%es nine. Such 
precautions as mentioned may not 
only save your own child's life but 
an epidemic of measles, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria or other communicable 
diseases, not only in a school but 
maybe in a whole community. What 
is asked of mothers and-guardians of 
children IS" so little and means so

Prof 
S. N. Hagcn of Gettysburg 


College contributed a letter recently 
to the Philadelphia Ledger, submit- 
ting data showing that Germany was 
responsible for the war. The com- 
munication of Prof. Hagen >s as fol- 
lows :

Sir—To your correspondent, Mr. 


Bulhtt, Count Tisza admitted the 
German Government had knowledge 
of the Austrian ultimatum before it 
was dispatched to Serbia, and this 
admission he also obtained m Berlin. 


In this connection a small pamphlet 


published in 1916 by a Protestant 
minister of the gospel, Dr. Adolph 
Bolliger, 
of 
Zurich, Switzerland, 


should be of interest. It was writ- 
ten in reply to a "Message of the 
French Protestants to the Protes- 
tants of Neutral States" and bears 
the 
promising 
title, 
"Tatsachen 


(facts). 
The pamphlet is not a "diplomatic 


document; on the contrary, it is from 
the German point of %iew highly un- 
diplomatic m its character. But it is, 
nevertheless, interesting as an hon- 
est and sincere attempt on the part 
of a pro-Ger'man to defend and jus- 
tify the German Government m con1- 
nection with the starting of the 
world war. 


My knowledge of the pamphlet is 


not first-hand. I know it only from 
a liberal extract printed in the Ger- 
man pacifism organ "Die Friedens- 
warte," formerly published at Berlin, 
but now published in Zurich. It is 
hardly necessary to add that this pa- 
per is forbidden entrance into Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary. 


"And 
now," says Dr. Bolliger, "for 


an interpretation of the happenings 
of July and August, 1914. There is 
the ultimatum to Serbia, written in 
the notorious whiplash style, which, 
barring miracles, was bound to bring 
about the world war. Certainly the 
German Government had knowledge 
of it 
Concerning a matter of such 


importance the Austrian Government 
could not leave the German Govern- 
ment m ignorance. About this mat- 
ter there can be rio discussion among 
people who think clearly 
Wonders 


and miracles which might have in- 
terfered did not materialize. To be 
sure, the German Emperor exchang- 
ed some- fine and pleasant 'words with 
the- Czar about the isolation of the 
conJBict a-nd other things 
He recom- 


mended consideration in Vienna for 
Serbia, somewhat late, to be sure. 
This pertains to the diplomatic busi- 
ness m order that appearances might 
'be presen ed before the German peo- 
ple,, who afterward would have to 
bear such enormous burdens, of ha\- 
-ing absolutely exhausted all means 
of preventing the catastrophe. 
He 


did e\crything except the one and 
only thing which would have made 
the war impossible. He did not de- 
clare to Vienna that -Austria should 
be satisfied with the concessions 
made by Serbia, otherwise he would 
break the treaty of alliance and leave 
Austria to bear the consequences 
alone- Wh\ was this clear and un- 
failing means not employed? In my 
opinion because the German Gov- 
ernment wanted the war, wanted it 
in agreement with the Austrian Gov- 
ernment. Would I then, in agree- 
ment with you, French brethren, ar- 
rive at a condemnation of the Ger- 
man Government? By no means. It 
had to will a war. Not to will it 
would have been a crime. How7 so? 
Well, the great war against the three 
allied great powers was unaviodable. 
That had been clear for a long time 
and did not require any special sa- 
gacity to see. In this state of affairs 
wisdom inexorably 
demanded that 


the ; relatively most favorable hour 
be chosen, and that the choice should 
not be left to the more powerful op- 
ponent.

If Germany wins this war, she can 
easily afford to be a* honest and 
frank about it as Doctor Bolliger. A 
victorious war is for Germany its 
own good defense. Bismarck's deft 
handling of the Ems dispatch did not 
hurt him in the eyes of the German 
people, and he is adored by them as 
much as we adore Abraham Lincoln. 


After the war is over 'the German 


people will find' out that the Kaiser 
received from the Czar on July 29 a 
telegram suggesting that the Aus- 
trian-Serbian controversy should be 
referred to The Hague tribunal. If 
Germany is victorious in this war, 
the German people will consider his 
suppression of this document as a 
highly patriotic act.

How to Fit a Horse Collar.^ 


A collar should be fitted to the horse 


and not the horse to the collar. The 
collar that is too large should not be 
used on a horse lii the hope that he 
will grow large enough so it will even 
tually fit. A collar that flts well in 
the spring may not fit at all in the fall. 


When one is fltting a horse with a 


collar the animal shouldjre standing in 
a natural position on level ground, with 
his head held at the height maintained 
while at work. The collar when buck- 
led should fit snugly to the side of the 
neck, and its face should follow closely 
and be in even contact with (the sur- 
face of the shoulders from the top of 
the-withers to the region of his throat.

Adjt. Gen. Thomas J. Stewart, for 


twenty-two years the administrative 
head of the National _Guard of Penn- 
sylvania, former national command- 
er-in-chief of the G. A. R., and former 
Secretary 
of 
Internal 
Affairs 
of 


Pennsylvania, died suddenly at his 
residence in Harrisburg on Tuesday, 
from heart trouble. 
He had been 


handling, all the details of mobiliza- 
tion of the National Guard and its 
transfer to the Federal service dur- 
ing the past year and was engaged 
on a phase of the work two hours 
before his death, and literally died 
on duty. 


Adj. Gen. Stewart was one of the 


most widely known men in Pennsyl- 
vania, as he had been in the State's 
military establishment from the Civil 
War, in which he served as a volun- 
teer, and had campaigned in every 
county, being noted as an orator. As 
an after dinner speaker he did not 
have a superior, doing the honors in 
this direction year after year for the 
State and his speech was always the 
big one of the occasion. 


Adj. 
Gen. Stewart possessed the 


art of convincing expression to a re- 
markable degree. He has been heard 
on a number of times to declare that 
Gettysburg never had a better friend 
than he was of the town and would 
submit the evidence thereof. 
The 


General was exceedingly fond of this 
place and always spoke of it in su- 
perlative terms and had many friends 
here. 


General Stewart died on his birth- 


day. He was born near Belfast, Ire- 


„ land, September n, 1848, but was 


brought to this country when less 
than a year old. He grew up in Nor- 
ristown, 
-where 
he 
attended 
the 


schools and entered the Quaker City 
Business 
College. 
When 
sixteen 


years old he enlisted as a private in 
the 138th Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
and after the war engaged in glass 
manufacture, in which he remained 
until 1882. 


General Stewart was elected to the 


House 
of 
Representatives 
from 


Montgomery county in 
1884 and 


served for two years. The military 
recory of Gen. Stewart is a long one. 
Three years after the close of the 
Civil War lie became connected with 
a Montgomery county unit of the 
Guard and in 1877 was appointed ad- 
jutant of the 
Sixth Pennsylvania 


Regiment, and in 1889 became assist- 
ant adjutant general of the First 
Brigade and was rcappointed in 1894. 
On January 15. 1895. he was appoint- 
ed Adjutant General by Governor 
Hastings. He had been reappointcd 
by every Governor since. 


Alter the transfer of the Guard to" 


the United States in 1898 he organ- 
ized the Provisional Guard and was 
engaged in working: out plans for 
formation of the Pennsylvania re- 
serve militia, under the act of 1917, 
to take the place of the troops now 
in Federal service the day before he 
died. 


Jt-or a generation Gen. Stewart was 


active in the G. A. R. and in 1882 was 
named as Ascistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the organization for Pennsyl- 
vania, serving for six j-ears. and of 
the national organization in 1883. In 
1890 he was chosen department com- 
mander for Pennsylvania, and when 
Gen. J. P. S. Gobin was chosen Na- 
tional Commander. Gen. Stewart \vas 
made Adjutant -General, being reap- 
pointed twice and, in 1902. being 
elected 
National 
Commander-in- 


Chief. 


General Stewart was elected Sec- 


retary of Internal Affairs in 1886. anc 
re-elected in 1890. 
He resigned to 


become Adjutant General. For years 
General Stewart was prominent in 
Masonic circles.

the manufacture of whiskey ceased 
in the United States for the duration 
of the war, but from all parts of the 
country come assurances that it will 
be one of the toughest jobs ever 
tackled to put life in the stenching 
corpse of old John Barleycorn. 


The power to knock out whiskey 


came from the people by authority in 
the food control law passed by Con- 
gress. The people on Aug. 10 gave 
the authority to the President to 
count out whiskey in 30 days. Same 
day the President appoints Herbert 
Hoover, food controller, and Hoover 
at once fixes the hour of John Bar- 
leycorn's execution, II P. M. Sept. 
8th.

telleries have been closed.

manufactured, 
unless 
the 


President commandeers the supply 
to redistill for alcohol to use in 
manufacture of munitions. At best 
the stock on hand is not expected to 
last more than two j ears, and it is 
predicted that whiskey drinking will 
become as expensive a luxury as 
champaigne, that a "drink" of it over 
the bar may soon cost 75 cents. 


With the death of whiskey making

Several thousand Adams county 


people, members 'of the Red Cross 
Chapter and branches in -the county 
and contributors to the great War 
Fund must be interested in the vast 
work that the War Fund of over one 
hundred millions is being devoted to. 
The following report of this inspir- 
ing work helps in the contemplation 
of the horrible world war. 


Henry P. Davidson, as chaiiman, 


has issued, on behalf of the war 


the Red Cross work in Europe, is 
headed by Major Grayson M. P. 
Murphy, vice president of the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, of New York, 
and himself a member of the war 
council. It is composed of fourteen 
leading experts in special lines of 
work. Each of the other commis- 
sions is similarly selected, and the 
work is nearly all volunteer or paid 
by private contribution. 


The commission to Russia has re- 


cently arrived in Petrograd, and the 
commission to Italy reached Rome 
on August 31. Commissions to Ru- 
mania and Serbia are now on their 
way to those countries, and it is 
planned to send a commission -to 
Great Britain also.

" General Objects. 


The general lines of activity under- 


taken in France by the American Red 
Cross have been determined after a 
careful survey of the situation by the

Cross 
commission. The pur- 


poses may be outlined as follows: 


First. To establish and maintain 


hospitals for soldiers in the Ameri- 
can army in France- 


Second. To establish and main- 


American Surgical Dressing Com- 
mittee, which distributed in France 
m July, 782.549 dressings among 435 
hospitals. 


The effort has been in accordance 


with the 
expressed views of the 


President of the United States and 
of the civil and military authorities 
of France to co-ordinate along help- 
ful lines, as relief v, ork being done in 
France and America. 


The first and supreme object of 


American Red Cross care is our own 
army and navy. The American army 
in France is received in large recep- 
tion camps on the coast, and after 
several weeks of preliminary train- 
ing the men are sent across the coun- 
try to permanent training camps 
back of the firing lines.

Canteens are being established by

When American troops start for 


France, the men are given comfort 
kits. Christmas parcels will be sent 
over later.

Hospital Warehouse Service. 


To "be able to do its work without 


delay the Red Cross is establishing 
warehouses at different points of im- 
portance in the French theatre of 
war. 
An appropriation of $500,000 


has been voted to establish this ser- 
vice and provide its first stock of 
supplies. 


In response to a cable from the 


commission in France, the war coun- 
cil appropriated $1.500.000 to pur- 
chase foodstuff to be sent to France. 
It has also appropriated $1,000,000 for 
the purchase of supplies in France:

There are something like 1,200 differ- 
ent kinds of birds which are exclusive 
to the valleys of this wonderful river 
and thousands of varieties of animal 
life which are unknown in any other 
part of the world.

basin of the Amazon is so rich that for 
every bushel of maize planted it is es- 
timated that 800 can be harvested. 


Tone Quality In Music.

Various 
instruments vary iu tone quality just 
as does the human voice. A bell, once 
cast, remains the same in tone, somber 
or clear, to the end of its usefulness, j 
A violin is more tban a bell, and on 
fine violins the most subtle nuances 
of tone quality can be produced. The 
higher the harmonics, or overtones, the 
higher the multiples, and the more 
elaborate and delicate the combinations 
the more exquisite the tone quality of 
the lustrum ent. 


The human voice is greatest in tone 


quality, excelling the instrument, be- 
cause the singer's harmonics are based 
not -alone upon physical proportions, 
but also upon the heart and soul of the 
individual.— Exchange.

The result is attained 
by supplying a much greater power 
than the user has any need for, and the 
principal use made of it is to jump 
across tbe track in front of trolley 
cars and railroad trains. Once a year 
it might save a man's life, but even 
then it would not be necessary if ordi- 
nary precaution were observed in driv- 
ing. In the meantime the car owner is 
paying for a lot of gasoline consumed by 
the excessively large engine, which has 
been of no benefit to him.—Scientific

It 
grows to a length of from twenty-uvi- 
to thirty niches, including its tail, 
which is much longer than its body 
Rising from its head and inclining 
backward is a broad, wing-like expan- 
sion which gives it some resemblame 
to the flying lizard. The crest of this 
expansion is formed somewhat like t> 
crown, and that gave the basilisk its 
name, which is from the Greek" word 
meaning king.—Exchange.
